ment. i«s rea ched at the forthcoming 
conference. 
Furthermore, J apa n has not forti­ 
fied a ny of her isla nds of the mid- 
Pa cific and will not do so long as she 
is certain of the “ pea ceful a ttitude of 
neig hboring na tions toward J a pa n.” 
These and simila r opinions were ex­ 
pressed today by Vice Admira l Kato, 
chief naval a dviser to the J a pa nese 
deleg a tion, in an interview with the 
Interna tiona l News Service in which 
he indica ted J a pa n’s com plete w ill­ 
ing ness to “ g o along " with tlie other 
na tions at the conference in their ef­ 
forts 
to 
limit a rma ment 
and 
a lla y 
the frictional ca uses of future wa rs in 
the Pa cific and Fa r East. 
The eig ht-a nd-eig ht 
prog ra m 
now 
building is desig ned to add eig ht of 
the most modern ba ttleships and eig ht 
la test type battle cruisers to J a pa n’s 
navy, bring ing it up to a point where 
it compa res fa vora bly with the Brit­ 
ish and America n fleet*.

“ J apan is looking forwa rd to this 
conference with high hop.es and exp ec­ 
ta tions,’' said Admiral Kato, “ and our 
people are ea g erly wa iting for suc­ 
cessful 
conclusion of som e

sta nding or a g reement 
which 
will 
prove pra ctica ble and effective in en­ 
forcing limita tion of a rm a m ents.” Ad­

revealed by Admiral Mahan, the naval 
forces of two opposing na tions in war 
are not sta tioned a long their coa st
